The temperamental

of the United States has »@ hack- 
Hheyed theme. It is perhaps ‘nm the ef- 


fects of their omnivorous. and universal 


curiosity that the differéfice is most per- 
ceptible. For the Kaiser has. ways and 
means of “ imposing ” his. views “which 
the President lacks. The contrast recalls 
that anecdote of the Oxtera dons 
of whom one said that, for his part, the 
only difference he could ‘see between a 
Judge and a Bishop was that whereas 
the one said, “ You be hanged,” the oth- 
er said, “You be dammed.’ Whereto 
the other disputant remarked: “Oh, 
there’s another difference. When the 
Judge says you be hangéd, you ate.” 

However that may be, one of the most 
amusing parallelisms between the hered- 
itary and the eléctive. ruler has just 
been furnished. The impérial allovution 
to the conductors of a Rhenish s&enger- 
fest concerning their art. and mystery, 
published on Saturday, ig followed hard 
upon by a Presidential allocutien on 
Sunday, on the mission of the Churches 
in general, and of the Dutc Reformed

While both the Kaiser and the Presi- 
dent, like Bacon, “take all knowledge 
for their provinces,” we are not aware 
that the President has miade any. public 
utterance, ex cathedrf, Upon any ques- 
tion of art.

from their work. A “ Dusinéss agent” 
who ia capable of accepting a check for 


$2,000 to call off a strike would be en- 


tirely capable of ordering & strike tn or- 
der to put himself in a position to de- 
mand the check. The workingmen are in 
continual danger, of being used as heip- 
less pawns in the corrupt and profitable 
game of the walking delegate. The mere 
enjoyment of power and the delight in 
exercisirg it have no doubt been the mo- 
tive of many strike orders issued by 
thesé agents of the unions. When to 
that almost universal motive there is 
added the opportunity of gain, of very 
large gains, it ought to be evident to the 
sanéer men fn the tinfons that the system 
is @ little too dangerous to be tolerated. 
There is probably not one strike in five 
hundred which originates in the sponta- 
neous demand of the men for new con- 
ditions. The griévances and oppressions 
complained of are usually discovered by 
union officers or agitators. It is, there- 
fore, in the highest degree important 
that the officers and delegates of the 
unions @hould be men of such. judgment 
and distretion that they would make de. 
mands only when they are justified, 
would order strikes only when demand- 
ed for thé welfare of the men. Of course, 
it is of the very first importancé that 
the officers and agents should be hon- 
est—that they should be quite above 
bribe-taking and extortion. 

The case of the foolish Italians who 
quit work In the suBWay shows the risk 
to which the workingman is exposed. 
These men were in the very nature of 
the case ignorant of the conditions which 
confronted them. Théy were deceived by 
agents and agitators into the belief that 
they could get more wages by the simple 
process of striking. They striick, they 
remained out, and now that their places 
have been taken by other workers they 
have come to the stage of anger and des- 
peration and are trying by violent acts 
to. dfive the new men away from their 
work. These subway workers dre, of 
course, the victims of evil coufisels, in 
giving which the Central Fedérated 
Union was concerned to a degree which 
puts upon its shoulders a gaod share of 
the responsibility. If employers and ém- 
ployed wete always wise there would 
certainly be no strikes and no lock-outs, 
for: both are acta. of folly and waste aud 
lone, While we may’ not hope to see 
that state of perfection attained, it is 
certainly possible for organized labor to 
make some measurable advance toward 
it by Choosing as ite n ators and 
vailioahediaieas ico at aidanae Rabie
